November 6th, 1900,

A communication was read from W, 
8. Herrington, stating that the Publlo 
Library Board was in urgent need of 
money for the purpose of buying a 
certain number of books, which they 
have to purchase yearly, or forfeit a 
certain amount of their government 
grant. The Library had received no 
grants from the town this year, and 
he asked that (260 be paid, to R. A. 
Croskery. as soon as convenient. Laid 
on the table until later in the evening. 

A communication was read from 
Messrs. John T. Grange and A. Alex¬ 
ander, auditors, whicn is as follows : 
“Having expended two days checking 
vouchers, we come to a stand still as 
the* items are pot carried into the cash 
book and Mr. Mill, owing to his recent 
injury, is ill fitted to proceed, we find 
at present214 amountsstiU to be posted 
nils must be done and the cash bal¬ 
anced before we can properly proceed 
with our work. We would advise 
purchase at once of new cash book and 
voucher book, and further payments 
of accounts Ik* made by incoming 
treasurer, all payments, even of small 
aiimunts, should lx? made by check.” 
Laid on table until later in the evening.

Moved by Councillor Simpson, sec¬ 
onded by Councillor Williams, that 
the Street Committee prepare an 
estimate of the proposed cost of exten¬ 
sion of canning factory sewer to 
Dundas street, and report to the Fin¬ 
ance Committee, and tnat the Finance 
Committee consult solicitor and have a 
a by-law prepared and submit same to 
council at its next regular session.

TESTING ELECTRIC LIGHT 
METERS. 

After the council adjourned Monday 
evening, on the invitation of Mr, John¬ 
son, of Belleville, government in¬ 
spector of electric light meters, the 
members of the council visited the 
electric light power house and wit¬ 
nessed Mr. Johnson test some of the 
meters. The meters are made by 
Westinghouse Electrical Co and are 
guaranteed to test within two pen 
cent of perfection, and as was shown 
there that night some of them test 
within one-half per cent of perfection. 
They are a very small affair, not being 
much larger than the opening of a five 
quart pail, all the mechanical work 
being enclosed in a class case. Mr. 
Johnson informed the members of the 
council that he had already tested 
some fifty-two meters and had only 
found one that did not test up to tlie 
standard. The idea is prevalent in 
some instances that the meters do not 
register correctly, and although the 
current may be shut off, the meterwill 
still register. This idea cannot be en¬ 
tertained for a moment, (‘specially 
with these meters, as the mechanical 
work can all be plainly seen through 
the gloss ease, and if the disc which 
registers the current, was revolving if 
could be readily seen. Mr. Johnson 
demonstrated tile effect on the meter 
when a few lights were being used and 
when several were being used. The 
first light turned on was one of two 
candle power, and the disc in the 
meter began to slowly resolve. Then 
an eight candle power lamp was turn¬ 
ed on and you eonld notice the disc 
move a little faster, and so on until a 
number of light* were all burning at 
once. He then shut them all off and 
the registering disc stopped. These 
meters are tested every five years, and 
Mr, Johnson, who has had some ten 
years experienced, says that after five 
yours service, he finds that they test 
about ninety five per cent, all right, 
and the other five per cent is in favor 
of the consumer, as in almost every 
case those that do not test right, the 
fault with them is that they run slow 
and do not register the amount of 
current used. When a meter is found 
to be not working correctly, they are 
returned to the firm who made them 
to be made right. The demonstration 
was watched with considerable inter¬ 
est by those present, especially as 
extra lights were added the effect 
could be noted on the meter.

HAS EARTH FOUNDATION 

BClEttnST WHO SAYS THAT THE 
SUN DOES MOVE. 

Dots Not Beliovt Wo Aw* Whirling 
About In Space Without Any¬ 
thing lo Red Upon. 

“To get trom London to New York In 
Hires hours’ time Is a possibility accor¬ 
ding to present day science I" 

That Is the statement M. K. Ryan, 
editor of Civil Engineering, the big Lon¬ 
don monthly, made to a correspondent. 
I asked him how It could be done f 

“Scientists, both of the present and 
the pul," he answered, “tell us that Ihe 
eurlh’revolves at the rate ot seventeen 
miles a minute. It this Is a tact, all a 
man needs to do Is to go up in a balloon 
id London, keep it stationery in the air, 
and let the earth revolve tor, roughly, 
183 minutes, and then come down—In 
New York." 

Mr. Ryan has starlled the British 
Sclenting world with a harmless looking 
little editorial paragraph in Iho October 
number of Civil Engineering. It reads 
os follows: 

“It Is not generally known, even to 
the engineering public, the developments 
which have taken place during the last 
few months in airships of various kinds, 
and space does nol permit me to enter 
into deluils. Suffice lo say that arrange¬ 
ments have been made to manufacture 
them in large quantities during the com¬ 
ing winter, and next aeason 
BALLOONING TRIPS 

will be nothing unusual. The explorer 
who first arrives at the North Pole will, 
I expect, do so in some form of airship, 
and will probably discover Ihe founda¬ 
tions ot Iho earth and dispose once and 
for all ot that ridiculous and absurd 
theory that Ihe world is revolving in 
spuce." 

Mr. Ryan was asked on what he based 
his theories. He counter-questioned— 
"On what proven facts do astronomers 
and other scienllais base their present 
clay theories? I huve as much right to 
put forth a theory os they have. 1 
have studied the sciences, and particu¬ 
larly astronomy, for years. 1 contend 
that the world is on a solid foundation. 
If il is moving there must be a force to 
moke it move. Then thut force should 
he the force of gravity and that would 
be the force of gravity outside tho earth. 
Therefore, the force of gravity outside 
tho earlh would be greater than the 
force Inside. 

“Astronomers tell us that o point In 
Ihe equator is revolving at the rata of 
seventeen miles a minute, bul thut we 
ac! guing so fast that wo don't appre¬ 
ciate It or aro not sensible of It. They 
lei us that we arc kept on this earlh by 
Ihe force of gravitation. If a mun is then 
standing on the equator, could he be 
hold there by force of gravitation if 
there was a greater force of gravity 
outside Iho curth? We aro also told the 
reason we do not feel ourselves 

PASSING THROUGH SPACE 
is because Iho atmosphere Is carried 
around with the earlh. If you go up a 
few thousand feel in a balloon where Ihe 
centrifugal force of the earlh would 
have no effect on the atmosphere, you 
need only wait there until New York 
ennic around to you and then descend. 

"Giving astronomers the advantage of 
their arguments thut we ore held on 
(his world by the force of gravity the 
centrifugal force of the earlh would yet 
bo much greater and we would be 
thrown at once Into space. 

“Tho foundations ot the earth. I con¬ 
tend. are situated at North and South 
Poles. Nature has. never allowed us 
finally to explore these regions. The 
llrsl person tlial comas within range 
with a telescope will see the solid foun¬ 
dations. It may perhups be a founda¬ 
tion of rock, and if followed up might 
lead lo lire discovery of olher heinl- 


EMPRESS’ NERVES BREAK 

RUSSIAN DOW AGER AT LAST YIELDS 
TO TUUURLR STRAIN. 

Her Name Is Oa the List sf Ingjvton.li 
to be Exterminated by (be 
Terrorists. 

At lost the Russian terror has broke? 
down the steel nerves and Ure Iron con¬ 
stitution of one who has been described 
as Ihe most high-spirited and csluily 
courageous woman that Ihe preaent 
generation has seen. This Is the Dow¬ 
ager Empress of Russia, sister to the 
Kings of Denmark and Greece and the 
Queen of England, and mother of Cxar 
Nicholas II. Her husband was the late 
Alexander III., one of the few Russian 
Emperors who have been allowed to (lie 
decently In bed. 

While the Empress Is 59 and has 
lived since she was a girl in the health- 
dealroytng Russian court, she was until 
two years ago a person of remarkably 
youthful appearance, slim llgure and 
buoyantly hopeful disposition. She even 
rivaled her sister, Alexandra ot Eng¬ 
land, who Is only three years her sen¬ 
ior, in the exquisite preservation of all 
her charms. 

Though never at any time has she 
boasted tbe beauty of the English 
Queen, she has always rejoiced In the 
possession of an intellectual vivacity 
that was Inherited from her mother, 
Queen Louise of Denmark, and like old 
Queen Louise, Dagmar, as she has al¬ 
ways been called In spite of her change 
ot name on entering the Russian 
Church, was deeply and 

DETERMINEDLY AMBITIOUS. 
Moreover, she was her shrewd mo¬ 
ther’s favorite daughter, and to her rnar- 
riuge the consort of the good and mild 
old King Christian devoted Ihe great 
diplomatic skill she possessed. Nothing 
indeed in all her long and succeaalul 
life gave Queen Louise Ihe satisfaction 
that she derived train the union of her 
second daughter in 1808 with the then 
Czarevitch of llussin, who later became 
Emperor Alexander 111. 

Fortunately Ihe mothor-m-lew of Eu¬ 
rope, as Queen Louise was sometimes 
called, died before troubles thick and 
lust began to fall in the path of her 
child. For all gosaip to Ihe contrary, 
and in 6pile of Ihe severe etiquette of 
the Russlun court, as well as the very 
gloomy temperament of Emperor Alex¬ 
ander and the daily peril in which Rus¬ 
sian rulers have lived since the riso of 
Nihilism, Dagmar was lor years one ot 
tho happiest women on thrones in Eu¬ 
rope. 

Some of the old Viking spirit If her 
ancestors wus in the blood of tall, slim, 
Dagmar; it shunc in her big. brilliant 
sea-blue eyes, und it Is declared by those 
who helped lo guard her and were with 
her In moments of surprise und danger 
thut she never seemed to understand 
the meaning of the word fear. Nol once 
or twice but frequently in her car80r as 
wife of the heir and then of Ihe occu¬ 
pant of the Russian throne did she look 
death in me face as tt threatened her¬ 
self, her husband and her children, and 
never once was she known to blanch or 
shiver or lose her presence of mind. 
She knew that poison, the knife, a bul¬ 
let or a bomb might at any Instant 
hurl her into elernity or snatch one of 
her loved ones from her; always her 
giant husbund brooded over the possi¬ 
bility of a quick and terrible^ end, but 
she kept ever a 

LIGHT AND CONFIDENT HEART. 

Her superb health and tho zest with 
which she could endure the severest 
round, not only of court entertuin- 
talnments, but still mure exhausting 
religious ceremonials, were olso recom¬ 
mendations lo popularity.

Annie S. Swan Says It is no Place for 
Man ut Small Means. 

In the London Chronicle, Annie S. 
Swan, writing of the Cunudiun North- 
West. says: 

‘ Tile land here, being ano of the rich¬ 
est grain-producing sections ol Mani¬ 
toba. is no longer cheap, as understood 
it; the old days, when land could he 
Imd for Ilie asking. There is no more 
homesteading—viz., free grants of land 
— il has lo be bought, ul any price from 
fifteen to toi'ly dollurs per uori'. Ill ling- 
|i-.|i money from three lo eight pounds, 
which price Includes house and farm- 
buildings. which really constitute an 
estate. For f'.'.OOO or ;H3,0U) one of Ihe 
very best farms, with suitable dwelling 
und buildings, can he bought, which, 
with skilled management, will return 
Id per cent, of Ihe investment, with flic 
udded satisfaction that the place Is In¬ 
creasing in calm* every day. This 'or 
the moderate capitalist. 

‘ Dul for Ihe man of small means, or 
no means, there is another opening, 
lie may rent a farm by Ihe year, from 
one who possesses several, paying him 
'half the value uf Ilie crop, lie bus Ihe 
usi-' of Ihe stock and implements by, 
this arrangement, and is spared Ihe kil¬ 
ling work of Ilie pioneer, struggling lo 
haul in Ids farm acre by uore, often 
handicapped llirnugn lack ot money lo 
puy proper horses and implements lo 
work Ilia land. This system preiaiLs 
very much here, and has excellent re- 
.mills, nmsl men who rent Ihe farm suc¬ 
ceeding in buying it through course ,f 
lime. Then life is pleasanter in a well- 
selllod rounlry. The pioneer struggles 
are only for Ihe young and buoyant jf 
heurl. Labor I- source nml deal'; bul 
a*-the need Is only pressing for a few 
months in Ilie year there should be dis¬ 
crimination shown in urging laboring 
men lo come here. Certainly for four 
o ■ live months In Ihe year a skilled farm 
laborer may earn len or twelve shillings 
n day. willi board. 

"Hut ill Ihe winter he is not required. 
Then he drifts back to Ihe cities, lo 
help create the problems he had thought 
perhaps lo have left behind forever. I 
do not seo lliut anything can be done 
In belter such conditions meanwhile. A 
thermometer registering from 20 lo 40 
drgiees below zero forbids Ihe Iden of 
much outdoor labor. Thus Ihe present 
system ol bringing hundreds of men. at 
cheap rales, from the F.aslorn Provinces, 
lo help through Ihe press of Ihe harvest 
would seen- lo be the best. II is a line, 
free, open life this, full of neighborly 
kindness and simplicity. To Ihe smnil 
agriculturist, who, by reason of many 
burdens, cannot wrest a living from 
his meager tirrrs at home, it offers not 
only ample remuneration for his toll. 1 
but that tine 'reeling of independence 
which Is Ihe t"ue zest of life. Here, be¬ 
yond a doubt. It Is possible for him to 
realize what he has hitherto beheld only 
in bis dreams."

Russel Sage Will be Mourned by Many 
—lay Gould Did Many 
Good Deeds. 

One reads much of the more than re* 
£ul munificence of the multi-millionaire 
who writes cheques in six figures fur 
charitable and philanthropic objects, 
"while all the world wonder*’’; but one 
hear* little of the many smell deeds f 
kindness, of the good "done by steulth," 
lo which the modern Croesus is just as 
prone ns his loss-gilded brother. Oc¬ 
casionally, us In the obliuary notices of 
Ahe Me Mr. Beit, these untrumpoUd 
acU of charity come to light; but for 
the most part they are known to none 
but the deer. j 

.Sometimes, however, one gets a 
glimpse behind the curtain of conceal¬ 
ment, and what one secs proves that 
the often-maligned and misunderstood 
man of millions may be very liumun af¬ 
ter all, and very modest in Ills Immunity. 
The late Mr. Russell Sage, for example, 
who, in spite of his $400,000,000, never 
puid more than a few dollors a year to 
lii» tailor, and as oflen os not carried 
hi» frugal lunch in his pocket, will be 
mourned by many to whom he has 
proved 

A FRIEND INDEED. 

While he himself travelled in crowded 
trains to Wall Street in the company 
of his elerks, his carriages and horses, 
among the costliest in Now York, wero 
taking out poor invalids and cripples 
for an airing; for forty years he main¬ 
tained in coinfort u man ond his fam¬ 
ily who had fullen on evil days, be¬ 
cause they had been kind to him in his 
time of obscurity; und many a gift < f 
gold has found its way anonymously 
from him to the bouses of the poor und 
th« Sick.

GOOD SAMARITAN DEEDS. 
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SOME DAINTY DISHES. 

Pastry FJngers.—When 'next>you are 
making pastry, save some to mako Into 
Angers. Roll out Into a piece about the 
size of a Yorkshire pudding tin. Toke 
a sharp knife, dip it into Hour, and cut 
the pastry into lengths about one-Inch 
wide. Bake in a sharp oven till done. 
Spread one piece with raspberry or aprl* 
cct Jam, lay another piece on it an4 *i!t 
line white sugar over. Pile these sand¬ 
wiches neatly on a d’oyley, and you 
have a pretty dish for tea or dinner. 

For a Plain Suet Pudding.—Take 
three-quarters of a pound of Hour, odd 
to it a pinch of salt, a teaspoonful of 
bailing powder, and a quurter of a 
pound of very finely-chopped suet. 
When these ingredients are mixed, add 
sufficient milk to make all into a Stiff 
dough. Put into a greased mould, and 
boll at a. gallop for two hours and a 
half and longer If time permits. .Serve 
with Jam, treacle, or sauce, and you 
will have a delicious pudding. Long 
boiling is most Important. 

Potatoes and Cheese.—This Is a tasty 
dish, and the materials required tar it 
are often thrown away, as the cook 
doesn't know how to utilize than. Well 
grease a pie-dish with dripping, scatter 
breadcrumbs over it and some grated 
cheese. Take some cold mashed pota¬ 
toes, add a little milk to moisten, and 
some more cheese. Place this in the 
dish, scatter graled cheese on the top 
mixed with breadcrumbs. Dab little bits 
of dripping or butter on the top. Brown 
before the fire or in the oven and sa ve 
hot. 

Stewed Mutton end Macaroni. — Cut 
one pound of breast of mutton into 
sinull pieces. Slice one onion, cue tur¬ 
nip, two carrots, and a stick of celpry. 
Put u layer of the vegetable > in a sauce- 
pun. then a luycr of meat, then season, 
ail with pepper and salt. Next have a' 
luycr of meat, then season ull, and add 
the rest of the vegetables. Pour over 
three pints of water, biing to the boll, 
and cook all gently for an hour. Put in 
half a pound of macaroni, und simmer 
till all is lender. Turn into u diep 
dish, scatter chopped parsley over und 
serve. 

A spice plaster is u very useful appli¬ 
cation in cases of severe colic In chil¬ 
dren. To prepare this, tuke one port 
even of cinnamon, allspice, cloves and 
ground ginger, with or without a v ery 
little cayenne pepper, according us the 
plaster is to be strong or wcuk. Mix 
well together and put it in u lluouel 
bag. spread evenly und quilt tho bag lo 
prevent the apices getting into lumps. 
Before applying this plaster wet it with 
a little wurra whisky, or water. The 
same bug may be used repeatedly until 
it begins to lose Us strength. 

For a cheese soullle tuke a teacupful 
of grated cheese, the same quantity of 
line white breadcrumbs arid milk, u 
piece of butter the size of u walnut, two 
whites of eggs und one >olk, cayenne 
pepper und salt. Place the milk, bread¬ 
crumbs, and cheese in a saucepan und 
let nil heat very slowly till the cheese 
i * dissolved. Add the butter, and sea¬ 
son nicely. Whip the whites of egg 
wry stillly and beat the yolk separately. 
Take the milk, cheese, etc., off the tire 
and let it cool, then udd the yolk of an 
egg: season to taste. Butter u pic-dish 
lightly, udd the white of un egg to the 
mixture, pour into the dish, und buke 
for twenty minutes in a quick oven. 
Serve at once, or the souflle will go down 
and be spoilt.

ADVANTAGES OF a HAND SEPA¬ 
RATOR. 

The hand separator has greatly r* 
duced the expense of hauling raw pro¬ 
duct to the factory. Not only doe* cream 
require less apace, but alio less tlma, 

for os milk js delivered aix times a 
week it J* n<* ue *>ury to deliver 
cream us often, and the load being so 
much lighter It is transported more 
rapidly and -- leas cost. Thif, I believe, 
is u very important item to consider in 
connection with the hand separator 
problem, writes Prof. A. L. Haecker. 

Going on the basis that a man and 
team on the furm or a man and horse 
have a value respecting labor, it is not 
difficult to figure or ascertain the ex¬ 
pense of transporting milk or cream to 
market, and it often happens that the 
time taken out for this delivering is most 
valuable time, at in cases where certain 
important work la in progress on the 
farm, such as harvesting, planting, 
buying, ’etc. It often happen* that a 
tanner's time can really not be estimated 
by the hour, for there are” rush semens, 
when his time becomes very valuable. 
11 is therefore fair to figure that his time 
throughout the year, whether rushed or 
not, has at least a certain value and 
that this value is not by any mean* 
small. • . 

Secondly, the value of fresh stam- 
milk on the furm Is often underesti¬ 
mated. By the use of a hand sepurator 
night and morning at milking time, the 
by-product skim milk can be brought to 
Us highest possible value. This should 
not be lost sight of, and. by a careful 
calculation, may be figured to be worth 
all the way from 15 to 40 cents per luO 
pounds. 

Tho third end last Important item 
under the advantage of the hand sepa¬ 
rator may be considered cs, indepen¬ 
dence of the producer. As cream Is a 
marketable product it rauy be sold to 
any buyer or it may be mode into hut- 
tc' on the form. 

Considering oil the advantages that 
are here staled, it is not more than fair 
that the producer be somewhat inde¬ 
pendent in his decision as to whether or 
not he finds the hand separator a prac¬ 
tical niuebme for him to u*e. There are 
many section* of the country where 
creameries ore* ''lose together and the 
short haul makes the hand separator 
'.css necessary.

Cover and place by the side of the lire 
ti infuse (or uri hour, covered lightly, 
then strain the liquor Into u china lined 
soucepun and stir In a wineglasslul of 
reully good treacle. Add hull u pound 
of the best prunes, pulling In sulllcient 
to absorb all the liquid while cooking. 
Then cover the vessel lightly und let the 
whole simmer for an hour, or till the 
stones of the prunes ure loose. If 
ccoked too long, the fruit will laste 
weak and Insipid. When dune, place In 
a dish to cool und pick out all tho 
stones. These prunes ure so good that 
children often enjoy them for their sup- 
!*r. 

OMELETS. 

Omelets are helpful In solving the 
problem ol getting a sulllcient number 
ol dishes for Ihe light breakfast, us 
tliere is un ulmosl unlimited variety. To 
be successful ihe pun should be dean 
and smooth, they must be eaten imme¬ 
diately: the omelets should be smull. 
four eggs being belter Ilian six. and the 
eggs must not he beaten too much. 

plain Omelet.—Beat the yolks of four 
eggs, udd tour lublcspoontul.s of water, 
lirst mixing one-halt feuspoonful of 
(lour in a tublenpoonful of the water; 
put In one-hull traspoonful of salt und 
n ilu,sh of pepper, then gently fold In the 
beuten whiles. Drop one-half table- 
spoonful ol butter into a hot trying 
pun, tipping the pun so that tho sides 
and bottom will be thoroughly covered, 
t urn in the omelet quickly, und when 
the centre looks dry run a knife around 
the edge, then under the half nearest The 
bundle and fold over, .'slide carefully 
onto a warm platter and garnish with 
parsley. Serve immediately. 

Chicken Omelet.—Muke a plain ome¬ 
let, but just before folding spread 
creamed chicken, well seasoned, over 
the top. Fold and serve. Creamed ILsh, 
asparagus and cauliflower can to used 
in Ibis way. 

Spanish Omelet.—Chop fine one green 
pepper from which the seeds und stems 
have been removed, two medium-sized 
tomatoes, one small onion, u sprig of 
parsley, three thin slices of fried bacon, 
and live mushrooms; add a lublespuon- 
ful of butter, season with salt und 
simmer tor Utleen minutes. Have a 
plain omelet made, spread this hot 
dressing over the top, and fold, then 
pour the remainder around Ihe omelet 
before serving. 

Hum Omelet.—To the yolks of four 
eggs udd four tublespuonfuls of water, 
a small teucupful of finely chopped 
hum, and a few sprigs of parsley, und 
beut vigorously. Beat whites stiff, und 
gently stir them into the mixture. Have 
a tablespoonful of butter treated In a 
spider, pour in the omelet and stir with 
a fork till it becomes quite thick. Cook 
five minutes over a brisk fire, fold and 
serve gurnlshed with parsley. 

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 

To polish kitchen knives thoroughly 
mix a little carbonate ot soda with the 
brtckdust, and rub them thoroughly. 

Table linen that has been stained with 
ink should he at odcc soaked in milk 
and then the stains will come out with 
washing. 

To Clean Black Cloth.—Mix one part 
of liquid ammonia with three parts of 
boiling water. Apply with a sponge 
and rinse oft with boiling water. 

To keep your [owls healthy they 
should have all the vegetables left from 
Ihe house, either boiled or raw. Glvo 
them also any scraps of meat and 
bones to pick. 

If boiled water Is used tor drinking 
purposes, care should be taken that the 
water boils (or ten or fifteen i mites be¬ 
fore It Is poured out.

CORN, CATTLE, SWINE AND 
GRASS. 

Corn, cattle, swine and grass, make 
a grand combination. 11 is exhilara¬ 
ting to ride through the corn belt and 
to note lha luxuriance of the corn 
crops where ttits system of farming pre¬ 
vails. The farms ure also cleaner. Tha 
grass end clover roots, together with 
Ihe fertilizer put upon the land, explain 
both. But the fields would be much 
cleaner than they are It the farmers 
would use tho mower on the ragged 
places til the pasture fields, end In 
some instances would supplement it 
with the scythe. 

Tliere cun be no question but this 
system ot farming is one of the most 
profitable that cun be adopted. It turns 
the corn to good account, especially 
where It is ail harvested, and the swine 
following the cattle greatly reduce Ihe 
waste that would otherwise result. 

Even when the corn Is grown mainly 
for fodder, as In the wheal-growing 
areas of the northwest, this combination 
is un excellent one. There is always 
some corn in the fodder, which means, 
of course, Hint a reduced number of 
hogs is necessary to follow. 

Even where dairying is practiced t'i® 
combination connot bo improved upon. 
This plan involves more labor than 
growing beef, but it also probity 
brings with It more profit.

Water costs the con¬ 
sumer ten cents per 85 rental and owner 
two cents per 85 on assessed valuation 
of property. What strikes an Ameri¬ 
can most in investigating municipal 
affairs in the city, of Glasgow is the 
strong civic spirit wntch pervades every¬ 
one and everything connected with It 
from the lord provost to the plledrtvcr 
In the new plant of the drainage depart¬ 
ment. They do not sing “My Country, 
tis of Thee." But the atmosphere seems 
to breathe the words “My oily, 'tis for 
thee.” 

Without salary. 

“Let Glasgow flourish by the preach¬ 
ing of the Word," is the city's motto. 
And let Glasgow flourish by Ihe exercise 
of s high standard of citizenship. Is the 
practice of the city corporation. There 
are seventy-two councllmen elected by 
the various wards of the city, and with 
the lord provost these form Ihe city 
government, magistrates, and minor 
justices of the city. They are all men ol 
high intelligence, many of them uni¬ 
versity men, most of them holding high 
positions in the commercial world ond 
In tbe church; but In all work wlthoul 
any salary from the city. Even the re¬ 
presentatives of labor on Ihe council dc 
not expect any emolument for services 
rendered Jo the city, but all esteem It t! 
high privilege and great honor to servf 
the people without pecuniary reward 
This civic spirit is the finest example ol 
Christian socialism, as It 14 free fron 
modern socialistic vagaries.

Sir John Ure Primrose. “How man) 
days per week, and how many houn 
dally do you give to the service of thi 
city r His reply was, “Ten hours daily 
and six days a week," moreover one maj 
travel and make inquiries as 1 dll 
among Ihe critics of the government 
but he would not hear a suspicion o 
dtshoncstv against any member of it 
They all seem to be, though servlni 
without remuneration, like Caesar i 
wife, “above suspicion."

TESTING DIAMONDS. 

Plan by Which Spurious May be 
Picked Out. 

Prick a needle hole through a card, 
and look at it through the doubtful 
stone. If the stone is spurious, two 
holes will be seen on the curd; if it is 
a diamond, only one hole wtH be visi¬ 
ble, for every other stone*at ull resemb¬ 
ling the diamond gives a double redac¬ 
tion. 

This method is also made use of for 
determining an uncertain stone. If the 
finger is placed behind it and looked 
at through the stone with a magnifier, 
the grain of the skin will be plainly 
visible if the stone Ls not a diamond, 
but otherwise it will not be distinguish¬ 
able at all. 

A diamond in a solid setting may be 
identified in the same way; if genuine, 
the setting at the back cannot be dis¬ 
tinguished, but of a false stone, either 
the foil or the setting may be plainly 
seen.

It was 
originally designed and equipped for 
the use of widows or widowers, belong¬ 
ing to the deserving working classes, 
who had cliildren with no ono to proper¬ 
ty care for them. The "Home" contains 
1 100 bedrooms plainly but comfortably 
! furnished, each capable of accommodat¬ 
ing one adult and three children. The 
. rent of a bedroom, Including light, heat, 
water, hot aud cold, with the use ot re- 
I creation room, dining-room and kit¬ 
chen, is 81.25 per week, and a bed for 
each additional child ls found in ano¬ 
ther room el 10 cents per week.. Begin 
; lar meals are supplied at the luwest 
: possible charges, which may be guessed 
when wet mention that each child is 
boarded at an average cost ot 30 cents 
per week. Fifteen thousand people arc 
thus helped daily to live independent, 
clean, healthful ’ lives, who otherwise 
would be crowded to tho wall in life's, 
race, and trampled Into absolute pover¬ 
ty, misery and worse than death. There 
are also saved to the city, money, mor¬ 
als and men. 

GOOD HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

The city also provides excellent hos¬ 
pital accommodation and treatment, 
free of charge to all Us cillzens who de¬ 
sire to avail themselves of it. The beds 
available In hospltuls for Infectious dis- j 
eases alone number 1,205, und all are 
equipped with the latest modern ap¬ 
pliances, and managed un the most up-; 
proved methods and principles. Four-1 
teen public parks, comprising 1,031% 
acres, are also owned by the city, some 
of which contain beautiful flower gar¬ 
dens and others bowling greens, where 
gomes may be pjayed at the low cost of 
four cents per hour. In one—the 
Queen's Park—there ls a nursery and 
conservatory ot (lowers which would 
grace a millionaire's estate; and how 
Justly proud the common people teel as 
they walk through It and say, ‘‘We own 
ttiis."

A friend of Clark's, one Williams, an 
expert in “ringing the changes," has 
recently been sent In Pentrldge Jail 
again, after a six months’ spell of lib¬ 
erty. This Is the longest period of In¬ 
dividual responsibility that he has en- 
jovod since he was first sentenced In 
1807. His sentences aggregate 42 years. 
Both he ond Clark were models of good 
conduct In prison, and Invariably claim¬ 
ed the maximum amount of remission,

teens. 

li is a conscripted ormy, the French 
one. and ull over eighteen must put in 
thirteen days military service with some 
regiment or corps either in the field or 
in the barracks. The born citizen does 
his service before tie is L*l, but the other 
day tho queer case of the brothers Ft*- 
lcndler curne before ihe war minister. 
They hnv? just become naturalized, fm© 
is 48, the other 40. The minister locked 
up the law. Ho decided they must do 
their service, for, as he announced. 
I there is nothing in Die conscript law 
; mentioning the age of naturalized citi¬ 
zens. Even if Ihe Felendlers were 100 
years old, they still would have to sene. 

So Leon Fclendler^, n curly two score 
and ten is the man of the moment, for 
he is the oldest recruit in the French 
army. Tho batch of recruits with whom 
he is learning tho goose-step are not 
cut of their teens. The grpy-beard has 
been photographed In the midst of his 
company und looks strangely out of 
place. Hugo Fclendler, his brother, 40 
yours old, has just finished his thirteen 
compulsory days with the colors. 

The Felendlers were born in Pulund, 
but while they were siiil young chil¬ 
dren their* parents emigrated to France. 
Both Leon and Hugo married French 
girls and have families of grown-up 
children. 

The other day, I.eon went lo enter 
hts son, aged seventeen, at one of the 
government's technical colleges. But 
when it was found Dial the pupil's lu- 
ther was not born in France, the son 
was refused until I.eon had taken out 
naturalization papers. So soon as the 
Felendlers became naturalized French¬ 
men they were immediately conscripted.

NURSE* DID HEROIC WORK. 


With that modesty which is as rare 
as is their heroism, three Boston nurses 
who ministered to more than a score 
of tho injured In a railway accident in 
Frunce, and by their courage and skill 
in a great emergency saved many from 
bleeding to death, have kept the 
French government and the grateful 
people of Paris, ignorant or their 
identity. For five hours and a half, 
after a wreck in which they miracul¬ 
ously escaped injury, these three 
nurses worked over the wounded. 1 
Only one doctor was available for four 1 
hours, uiul the task of saving the lives • 
of tho maimed men, women and child-1 
ren was undertaken and accomplished 
by these three young women. 

Not for a second uid they sus)>end 
t he work of rescue. When the last of 
the sufferers was on the special train 
on the way to Paris these three young 
women went on board and nursed the 
wounded untildoetors and nurses from 
the hospitals of Paris met the train in 
that city. When they left the train 
thousands of Parisians at the station 
who had heard of their heroism cheer¬ 
ed them n« the three American women 
their work done, hurried away. 

Their train was Into and was side¬ 
tracked at Kpernon, a small town 
alsait fit) miles from Paris, to allow an 
express to pass. .lust, as the train was 
taking the main line an engine and a 
car crashed into the rear end at the 
speed of oO miles an hour. The loco¬ 
motive ploughed through four cars, 
splintering the tlimsily eonstrucUsl 
couches and came ton stop within nfew 
inches of the partition of the compart¬ 
ment in which Miss (lolemnn, Miss 
I logic and Miss Munroe were seated. 
The three young women were thrown 
hack against the wail and a dying 
splinter wounded Miss Coleman's 
cheek. 

Though the train had f not stopped, 
the swaying of the car and crash of 
limber and cries of wounded behind 
them warned the Boston nurses of 
their work. Before the train came to 
a standstill Miss Coleman had climbed 
out. of the compartment and assisted 
her two companions to alight. 

Miss Coleman had in her hand her 
emergency case with stimulants and a 
hypodermic syringe. Without stop¬ 
ping to ascertain the extent of their 
own injuries, the three women went 
to the resene of a man and woman who 
were pinned down by the roof of the 
car in which the nurses had been 
riding. They extricated them un¬ 
assisted. Then the ajmaling task was 
before them. Ten hau been killed and 
more than 20 seriously injured. 

Miss Coleman speaks French and 
she was able to give directions to the 
railway employees and men of the 
village who came to the relief. She 
sent men searching for an emergency 
out lit of bandages which she knew 
must 1 m* in one of the cars, dispatched 
others for cushions to lay on the wet 
ground where the injured were being 
brought, and instructed more to 
collect all the blankets and rugs tlu-y 
could iind. For 15 minutes no doctor 
appeared and during that time the 
three Americans were in complete 
charge of the relief work. Under their 
direction the injured were brought in¬ 
to the station and there the nurses 
worked, making tourniquets t«» stop 
hcmorragcH and giving first aid to the 
injured. When the trainmen found 
the emergency chest with splints and 
bandages, the nurses were able to 
dress the wounds. They went from 
one patient t<» another, and as quickly 
as an injured person was brought in 
one of the nurses examined him at 
once to ascertain whether his easi- 
required immediate attention or lie 
could await his turn. 

The young women converted two 
rooms in Liu* railway station and a 
eaf«* nearby into hosditals, and from 
5 until 10.20 p. m. they worked 
incessantly to relieve the suffering, 
not pausing for any nourishment 
though they were suffering from 
the shock of the* collision.

The outbreak was due to the follow¬ 
ing cause. The men had assembled In 
the gymnasium. When the senior offi¬ 
cer, a man of short stature, wishing to 
administer a reprimand for breach of 
discipline, ordered the front ranks to 
kneel so thQt he could see the men ln 
the rear, the order was resented, and 
some of the sailors who refused to obey 
were arrested. Their comrades, ag¬ 
grieved, ran amuck, wrecked the can¬ 
teen and other premises, started to 
break out of barracks with the inten¬ 
tion of wrecking the quarters of the 
obnoxious officer, and were only pre¬ 
vented from so doing by the fixed bayo¬ 
nets of an overwhelming force. A 
number of the men who attempted to 
breuk out of barracks also were ar¬ 
rested. 


A NEW SILVER FIELD. 

An Important Discovery In the Tema- 
tfarni District. 

A despatch from Toronto says; A new 
silver field district and at a considerable 
distance from that of the Cobalt district 
Is the possibility opened up by the find¬ 
ing uf silver in the Temugami forest re¬ 
serve. The discovery was made at a 
point in the southwest angle of the 
township of Auld, where twelve claims 
have been already staked, all but one 
M ttiern on discoveries of cobalt. The 
exception is a clulin held by the White 
Brothers of Muskoka, and it is reported 
l.: contain large quantities of native 
silver, similar in quality to that of'the 
l.a Rose and NJpi&sing properties in the 
cobalt area. The White Brothers broke 
several specimens from a thirty-pound 
lump of ore on top of a silver vein, and 
these were found to contain a large per¬ 
centage of native silver. If the unoffici¬ 
al reports as to this new body of ore 
arc correct. It Is the first discovery of 
native silver made outside of the cobalt 
area this year. The new field is reach¬ 
es from a point un the Montreal River, 
about twenty miles from Latch ford, 
thence overland fifteen miles. As all 
the smaller lakes in the district are now 
frozen over it will be a difficult mutter 
>o get into the new field before next 
spring. 

Owing to the danger of destruction of 
the timber of the reserve by fire and 
otherwise, great care is exercised in the 
granting of the right to prospect there¬ 
on. This cun only be done on special 
permits granted to reputable persons 
who are not only subjected to the min¬ 
ing regulations, but also to those govern¬ 
ing forest reserves. The opening up of 
claims must be carried out under the 
supervision of the superintendent of the 
reserve.

A despatch from Ottawa aaya; Tin 
Jury-In tha Buckingham Inquest reachec 
a verdict shortly before eight o'clock oi 
Wednesday night. Eighly-sfx witness® 
bad been examined in the five days tha 
tha inquiry was in progress. The chie 
witnesses to-day were Mayor Val!e< 
and the two MacLarens. Albert Mac 
Laren, who It was alleged was ln thi 
■thick of the fight with a revolver, awon 
positively that he had no weapon. Hal 
an hour before the strikers came up hi 
swore he had handed his revolver ti 
Detective O’Neil. 

Coroner McMahon made a length) 
address to the jury, who then retired 
They were out for nearly four hours 
the chief bone of contention being the 
action ot Dr. Rodrigue, the local cor 
oner, who rode in the strikers’ vehtcti 
containing ihe guns, snd covered then 
up when attention was drawn to them 
Eventually the Jury brought ln the fol 
lowing verdict:— 

“We, the undersigned jurors, declori 
that we find that Thomas Belanger an< 
Francois Theriault came to their deqlh 
In the Town of Buckingham, in the dls 
trict of Ottawa, on the 8th October, 1906 
being killed in the course of a riot b; 
Frank Kieman and John C. Cummings 
both ol the Town of Buckingham; Piern 
Picard, ol the City ol Montreal; Ro; 
Engram, presently of the Town o 
Buckingham; F. \V. Warner, presentl; 
dead, and the other constables shootini 
at them, In such circumstances that the; 
should be sent before a criminal court 

“We And that Albert MacLareo an( 
Alexander MacLaren. both of the Towi 
ol Buckingham, are guilty of thel 
deaths ln bringing In those men, an; 
should go before a criminal court. 

“We ala" llnd that Adelard llamelln 
Hilaire Charelte, John Baptiste Cle 
ment, Culbert Basllen, George Robin 
son Croteau, all ol Buckingham, am 
many others, are guilty In that the; 
accompanied those men In this riotou 
assault, in which they met their deaths 
and should be sent before the crimtna 
court. 

“We also tlnd that Dr. Alex. Rodri 
gue. of Buckingham, Is more guilt; 
than anv other of the magistrates of th 
town, in that tie anticipated seriou 
trouble and neglected to do his duty 
and that he loo should go before th 
criminal court."

Two Young Men Killed In Wright 
County. 

A despatch from Ottawa says: There 
were two shooting fatalities last week 
in Ihe busli back of Kazuabazua, and 
both happened under somewhat simi¬ 
lar circumstances.

The 
postal authorities have closed all post- 
ofilces in the infected district. 


WHALEBONE £3.tM PER TON. 

Failure of Ihe Davis Strait and Green¬ 
land Whale Fisheries. 

A despatch from London says: Whale¬ 
bone at JE3.000 per ton is the prospective 
result of the failure of Ihe Davis Strait 
and Greenland wtiale fisheries. Dundee 
whalers have just returned almost 
empty. They report that hurricanes, 
which packed the narrow seas with Ice, 
prevented them from reaching the fish¬

AERONAUT'S ADVENTURE. 

Defective Valve Began to Leak at a 
Height of SJt* Feet. 

A despatch from Augusta, Georgia, 
•ays: Dr. Julian P. Thomas of New York 
made a most daring ascension In his 
balloon, Nirvana, here on Wedne^lay. 
Owing (o the location of the Fair 

S ounds some distance from the city, 
i bag had to be inflated eome miles 
away, and it was Intended to tow If to 
the grounds up the canal. The stream 
proved too narrow, and the bag fre¬ 
quently caught In trees and was more 
or less damaged. When about a mile 
from the grounds Dr. Thomas decided 
to try no longer, end, mounting into the 
network, he seated himself on the con¬ 
centric ring and cut away the entangled 
basket. The balloon rose like a shot 
and travelled In a southwesterly direc- 
lion to an estimated height of 5,000 feet. 
When about seven miles from Augusta 
the valve, which had been damaged 
Monday, and had been patched with 
surgeon's! adhesive plaster, began leak¬ 
ing rapidly, and Ihe aeronaut shot 
downward loo rapidly for comfort. Not 
having any ballast, he endeavored to 
lighten the ship by cutting oil his shoes 
and heavy leather leggings, and also 
threw away his coal and the contents 
nf< his pockels. The descent was but 
lltlle checked, and he plumped down in 
the middle ot a cotton field. Owing to 
his location in the rigging. Dr. Thomas 
was unable lo get from under, and was 
caught in Ihe folds of Ihe balloon when 
It struck. ■ 11 then started across the 
field, dragging Dr. Thomas nearly a 
quarter of a mile before ho could extri¬ 
cate himself. He was badly scratched 
and lacerated, but not seriously injured. 


ESCAPED IN WATER CA9K. 

Famous Russian Terrorist Cels Away 
From Siberia. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
Gerschunln, one of the most famous ter. 
rcrlsts and head of their fighting organ¬ 
ization during Ihe Siplaguirio and Von 
Plehvo regimes, has escaped from .Si¬ 
beria. concealed in a water cask. His 
disappearance is u serious incnuco to 
personages wtiose lives the terrorists 
nro now see-king, ns he Is u skilled or¬ 
ganizer and one of the most remarkable 
men the revolution lias produced. Ger- 
schunin, who is a Jew, was condemned 
to perpetual imprisonment for compli¬ 
city in tlie assassination ol M. Slpiogu. 
ine. late Minister ol the interior, and the 
allempt on the life of M. Pobledonost- 
zeff, ex-Procurator-General of the Holy 
•Synod. He was sent to the silver mines 
ai Akalul, on the Mongolian frontier of 
Siberia, when the Schlusselburg fortress 
was closed as a prison for political of¬ 
fenders, February 13. One ol Gerschu- 
nin’s comrades, a man named Melnikolf, 
escaped from the mines two months 
ago, and the Governor nt Akatul says 
he cannot guarantee Ihn sale-keeping ot 
Sa-isonoff and Sikorfsky, the other ter¬ 
rorists Implicated In tlie assussination 
ot Von Plelive, because the revolution¬ 
ary ugents who arranged the escapes of 
Ge'rschunin and Melnikoff are lavishly 
supplied with money, and have the sym¬ 
pathy ot the whole population. 

Lieut. Dalgeitf of the Kushka Regi¬ 
ment has been sentenced to twelve years' 
Imprisonment in Ihe mines for organiz¬ 
ing a mutlfty at the fortress of Kushka. 


GREAT BUILDING BOOM.

VEIUNCT OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Belleville Jury Finds K Icing bell Killed 
ait wne. 

A despatch from Belleville says: The 
court-room was crowded on Friday 
morning, when Ihe court opened at 9 
o’clock. Justice Britton addressed, the 
Jury about tn hour In summing up tho 
KleingbeiUmurder trial. Ills Lordship, 
reviewed at length the evidence submit¬ 
ted, and dwelt upon Ihe fact that the 
prisoner had repeatedly stated that he 
did it with hie lists. The ground lor 
insanity, his Lordship stated, could not 
be considered, as there was no evidence 
adduced to show that he was Insane. 
The charge was rather strongly against 
the prisoner. The Jury retired at 10 
o’clock, and, alter deliberating for near¬ 
ly live hours, returned a verdict of man- 
slaughler, wlih a strong recommenda¬ 
tion of mercy. Mr. Justice Britlon stal¬ 
ed that he would consider the matter 
before passing sentence, and the old 
man was removed to the cells below. 

PRISONER GETS FOUR YEARS. 

At the opening of Ihe assizes on 
Saturday Ferdinand Klcingbeil, who 
was found guilty of manslaughter, was 
brought up before Mr. Justice Britton 
for sentence. The prisoner had no¬ 
thing to say. Ills Lordship, in pro¬ 
nouncing sentence, referred to the ad 
vanced age of the prisoner, and the fact 
that the Jury had strongly recommend¬ 
ed mercy. These Iwo foclors he had 
considered and would be taken In miti¬ 
gation of tlie sentence. His Lordship 
then sentenced him to four years in the 
penitentiary. Tlie prisoner, from ap¬ 
pearance, was much pleased at the light 
sentence which he received. 


FACED MANY PERILS. 

Surveyors on Yukon Boundary Had t 
Ilurd Time. 

A despatch from Ottawa soys: Mr. 
A. J. Brabazon; D.L.S., and party of 
surveyors, who have been engaged all 
summer on topographical work in Die 
Yukon, have returned home. Their 
particular work was to make observa¬ 
tions for Ihe object of accurately de¬ 
limitating tiie boundary between Can¬ 
ada and Alaska. A number ot engi¬ 
neers and .surveyors from tlie Geodetic 
Survey ot the United Slates worked in 
conjunction with the Canadian parly. 

Mr. Brabazon and tils associates en¬ 
countered many perils, especially the 
canyon of tlie Alsek River. At this 
point the walls rose perpendicularly 
2,000 feet, and rock slides were frequent 
all season. On Ihe oilier side was 
glacier, two miles long, which dis¬ 
charged thousands ot tons ot Ice every 
day. It was weary work watting tor 
the water to rise In the tidal rivers, and 
persevering in face of the tuct that 
never betore had any voyageur been 
able to make his way in at that season 
of the year. The party penetrated some 
ten or twelve miles above the boun¬ 
dary. 


TWO KILLED ON A HAND-CAR. 

Fatal Accident on Michigan Central a 
Few Miles From Si. Thomas. 

A despatch Irom SI. Thomas says: A 
fatal accident took place on Ihe M. C. 
R. track 9 miles west ot this city on Sat¬ 
urday evening, when three section men 
going from St. Thomas on a handcar 
to Shedden were run Into by a freight 
train and two of the men were killed 
Instantly. The dead men are W. Bucke, 
fitly years ot age, whose Iiome is In 
Havvesvllle, and J. Jones a young un¬ 
married roan from Tilbury, the third 
man, a son ot Bueke, was thrown a 
long distance, but escaped injury. 



WHOOPING-COUGH. 

This common affection of childhood— 
pertussis, the doctor calls it—Is usually 
regarded as one of the things s child 
has to have, and it ia supposed that the 
only thing to do is to put up with it, as 
with ill unavoidable ill}, the best one 
cun. The philosophy of this stale ol 
mind ot mothers is good, but the indlt- 
fenenee It sometimes engenders is dis¬ 
tinctly bad, sodfar as It causes the par- 
ents to neglect Treatment. 

Whooping-cough is often a trivial 
oltair, hut it is sometimes fatal; ano 
even when not so, it may pave the »ay 
for serious tils by weakening the resist¬ 
ing power of thij child to other germ 
diseases, such as scarlet fever, measles, 
and especially pneumonlutar tlie strain 
ot the cough and of tho forced holding 
ot the breath may cause a blood-vessel 
in the brain or In the eye to break, with 
resulting paralysis or blindness, or it 
may produce a rupture. 

Fortunately these troubles are rare, 
but Ihe possibility ot Iheir occurrence 
should be borne in mind. 

Whooping-cough is a contagious dis¬ 
ease, occering with greatest frequency 
in the winter and spring. No age Is ex¬ 
empt Irom its attacks,- hut about halt of 
the sutferers are babies under two years 
of age. One attack usually Insures sole¬ 
ly against any subsequent ones. Owing 
to its great contagiousness, a child with 
whooping-cough should be kept away 
trom other children, ond should never 
be carried out in street-cars and other 
crowded places lo give the disease to 
every susceptible child or even adult in 
its vicinity. 

The patient must be well wrapped up 
when outdoors or when getting air by 
an open window, and the living-room 
should be warm, although well venti¬ 
lated. The diet should be simple, und 
food should be given frequently but In 
small quantities. 

During the entire course ot the dis¬ 
ease, even in tlie mildest eases, tlie child 
should be under the constant supervi¬ 
sion of Ihe doctor, tor the disease may 
take a bad turn when least expected, 
and the best way to prevent an evil out¬ 
come is to be always on the vvutch tor 
it. 

Children with whooping-cough otien 
gt through it with but tew signs ol ill¬ 
ness, but care should not be relaxed tor 
this reason, and the mother, nurse, or 
some adult should he present always to 
do vvliul little can be done to ease the 
paroxysms.—Youth's Companion. 

ONE THING WE MUST HAVE. 

We can live without food tor tliirty 
days or more, we can live without water 
tor about seven days; we cannot live 
Without air. however, tor five minutes. 

Consequently as much or more atten¬ 
tion should be paid to our water und 
air supplies as lo our food. There should 
be vigilant inspection of school rooms, 
factories, theatres, public buildings, etc., 
to insure perfect ventilation. 

We spend about one-third of our lives 
in bed. We must breath regularly, 
however, during our sojourn in slum- 
berland, and it we breathe pure air all 
night, we will certainly arise in the 
morning greatly refreshed.
